Claims 1-219 are allowed over the prior art of record for the reasons set forth in the 
previous Office Actions (paper numbers 0304 and 8). 

As to the IDS, the closest reference to the claimed invention is 2001-74556. From the 
abstract and the translation from PAJ, this reference only discloses that the plurality of 
comparison samples have substantially the same spectral reflectance over a range of wavelengths, 
and does not disclose that the reflectance spectrum of the comparison sample is substantially 
similar to a reflectance spectrum of a keratinous element such that at least one comparison sample 
and the keratinous element appear to an observer to have substantially the same color under at 
least two differing illuminants.
